Israeli  reporters  who  arrived  with  Peres  on  the 
surprise  trip  to  this  North  African  nation  on  Mon¬ 
day  night  were  in  a  luxury  hotel  within  the  security 
belt,  apparently  unable  to  communicate  with  the 
outside  world. 

Moroccan  officials  acknowledged  privately  that 
the  talks  were  in  progress,  for  the  first  time  since 
the  Israeli  leader  came  here  to  discuss  Middle  East 


issues  with  Hassan.  They  would  say  little  more, 
however,  and  spoke  on  condition  of  anonymity. 

One  senior  Moroccan  source  said  the  king  was 
accompanied  in  the  meetings  by  Foreign  Minister 
Abdelatif  Filali;  Driss  Basri,  the  interior  and  in¬ 
formation  minister,  and  Ahmed  Guedira,  Hassan’s 
chief  political  adviser. 

He  said  Rafi  Edri,  parliamentary  whip  for  the 
prime  minister’s  Labor  Party,  was  with  Peres. 
Edri,  born  in  Morocco,  has  made  several  visits  here 
recently. 


County  high  schools  swim  in  drugs 
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Drug  use  in  Utah  County  is  on  the  increase,  police 
officers  say. 

According  to  Sgt.  Pete  Hansen,  an  Orem  police  detec¬ 
tive,  there  has  been  a  major  increase  in  drug  use  in  the 
county  and  especially  in  high  schools  in  the  last  few  years. 
“At  least  50  percent  of  our  high  school  kids  have  tried 
drugs  at  one  time  or  the  other  and  another  20-25  percent 
are  regular  users,”  said  Sgt.  Stan  Eggen  of  the  Provo 
Police  Department. 

According  to  Eggen,  drugs  such  as  cocaine  and  mari¬ 
juana  mostly  come  into  the  county  from  California  and  are 
readily  available  to  drug  users.  “People  have  no  trouble  at 
all  in  getting  drugs  because  they  are  readily  available.” 

Indeed,  drug- related  arrests  are  so  commomnplace 
now,  the  Provo  courts  are  bogged  down  by  the  load  of 


drug  cases  that  come  before  them,  said  Eggen.  “Each 
month,  about  50  drug  users  and  dealers  are  arrested  in 
Provo  alone.” 

Some  offenders  are  between  the  ages  of  16-32,  although 
both  Provo  and  Orem  police  officers  say  they  have  ar¬ 
rested  a  few  12  year-olds  using  drags.  These  children,  said 
Hansen,  usually  get  the  drags  from  older  siblings. 

Police  in  the  county  said  they  are  doing  their  best  to 
keep  the  drag  problem  down  but  are  faced  with  various 
obstacles.  Sentences  for  drug  offenders  are  so  light  they 
are  a  mere  slap  on  the  wrist,  the  officers  said.  “Some 
dealers  get  off  with  mere  $100  fines  while  they  make 
thousands  of  dollars  on  a  deal,”  said  Eggen. 

In  fact,  most  drug  offenders  get  off  with  probation 
sentences  instead  of  jail  terms,  he  said. 


Family  essential  to  child  growth 


A  close  association  with  family  and  relatives  is  vital  to 
children  becoming  responsible,  well-rounded  adults.  This 
was  the  first  of  several  points  emphasized  by  B  YU  Profes¬ 
sor  Dr.  A.  Lynn  Scoresby,  Dept,  of  Family  Sciences,  at 
Orem’s  Family  City  USA  lecture  series  Tuesday  night. 

“Children  should  have  some  kind  of  network  of  caretak¬ 
ers.  Children  have  more  advantages  by  knowing  and  asso¬ 
ciating  with  grandparents  and  relatives.”  said  Scoresby. 

If  families  are  not  able  to  live  close  to  their  relatives, 
Scoresby  suggests  that  families  do  activities  with  four  or 
five  other  families  on  a  regular  basis. 

“If  a  child  can  see  that  the  rules  in  his  family  are  also 


practiced  by  other  families,  then  he  will  be  more  willing  to 
accept  those  rales.” 

Security  and  a  predictable  routine  are  also  important  in 
raising  responsible  children. 

“In  a  study  of  men  who  committed  violent  crimes,  50 
percent  of  these  men  went  for  long  periods  of  neglect  in 
the  first  two  years  of  their  lives,”  Scoresby  said. 

Social  recognition  is  important  for  children  to  be  able  to 
function  adequately  in  society. 

“Life  is  made  up  of  dozens  of  different  situations  and 
children  need  to  learn  the  rules  to  be  able  to  function 
properly  in  these  situations.”

“Those  who  tell  us  the  moral  thing  to  do  today  is 
embargo  the  South  African  economy  and  write  off 
South  Africa  should  tell  us  exactly  what  they  be¬ 


lieve  will  rise  in  its  place,”  the  president  said. 
“What  foreign  power  would  fill  the  vacuum  if  ties 
with  the  West  are  broken?”

is  to  learn  to  work  with  others  and  to 
become  interdependent.  “You’re  not 
supposed  ,to  know  anyone  in  your- 
group  or  family.  They  even  split  up 
husbands  and  wives.” 

Although  the  group  is  not  required 
to  live  off  the  land  as  the  original  pio¬ 
neers  were,  food  was  still  scarce,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Leishman.  Laughing  as 
she  spoke,  she  said,  “You  don’t  eat 
anything,  you  just  push  your  cart.” 

“The  first  day  we  pushed  the  hand¬ 
cart  for  about  13  miles  and  at  night 


they  gave  us  a  hard  roll  and  a  cup  of 
broth.”  Speaking  of  the  food  Leish¬ 
man  said,  “It  wasn’t  very  good,  but  it 
sure  was  fun.” 

As  part  of  the  learning  process, 
each  family  is  required  to  kill,  pluck 
and  cook  a  live  turkey.  Leishman 
said,  “The  Pa  and  the  brothers  (of  the 
newly  formed  families)  killed  the 
turkey,  but  we  all  helped  pluck  it.” 

Leishman  said  all  watches  were 
surrendered  at  the  beginning  of  the 
trip.  “You  don’t  have  any  idea  what 


time  it  is  and  the  only  music  is 
singing.  It’s  great." 

One  of  the  main  purposes  of  the 
program  is  to  build  character  and  to 
give  the  participants  an  appreciation 
for  the  hardships  the  early  pioneers 
endured. 

“It  was  really  difficult,  but  it  got 
better  after  the  first  couple  of  days,” 
said  Leishman. 

The  history  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  filled 
with  stories  of  people  who  crossed  the 


plains  —  some  with  oxen  and  others 
with  handcarts.  The  exact  number  of 
lives  lost  during  the  journey  is  not 
recorded. 

On  July  23, 1847  (the  actual  date  of 
the  first  pioneers  entering  the  Salt 
Lake  Valley),  the  little  group  was 
greeted  by  a  lone  tree  on  the  valley 
floor. 

Today’s  Wasatch  Front,  with  its  1 
million  plus  residents,  is  the  monu¬ 
ment  of  the  pioneers’  effort.  We  cele¬ 
brate  the  Days  of  ’47  this  weekend.

At  11  p.m.,  a  BYU  graduate  student  calls  Emer¬ 
gency  Services  at  Charter  Canyon  Hospital  desper¬ 
ate  for  advice.  Her  husband,  also  a  graduate  stu- 
lent,  has  a  low  level  of  energy,  is  losing  weight,  arid 
von’t  get  out  of  bed.  She  suspects  that  he  is  suffer- 
ng  from  severe  depression  but  she  doesn’t  know 
iw  to  help  him. 

She  talks  and  problem-solves  with  an  E.S.  team 
member  and  finally  determines  to  talk  to  her  hus- 
aand’s  professor  about  his  workload.  Unable  to 
afford  extensive  professional  counseling,  the  E.S. 
member  suggests  that  the  couple  go  to  BYU  Coun¬ 
seling  and  Personal  Services  and  gives  the  name  of 
specific  counselor  to  see. 

A  bishop  calls  in,  concerned  about  a  girl  in  his 
ward.  She  is  depressed  with  suicidal  tendencies. 
The  E.S.  member  suggests  that  the  girl  come  in  for 
a  consultation  the  next  day.  Anxious  and  afraid,  she 


comes  in  with  her  bishop,  and  the  two  problem- 
solve  with  the  E.S.  member  and  determine  alterna¬ 
tives.  The  girl  is  referred  to  a  counseling  service. 

Much  like  an  “emergency  room”  for  mental  and 
emotional  problems.  Emergency  Services'  helps 
anyone  experiencing  psychological  and  emotional 
problems.  People  can  call  to  get  help  with  such 
problems  as  marriage  and  family  relationships,  de¬ 
pression.  anxiety,  suicidal  thoughts  or  actions,  sub¬ 
stance  abuse,  or  other  problems. 

"We  help  the  people  problem-solve  themselves, 
to  find  the  alternatives, "says  Allyn  Ackerson, 
emergency  services  intake  coordinator.  She  admits 
emergency  patients  to  the  hospital  and  is  also,  a 
training  specialist  with  the  Crisis  Line,  Orem. 

“The  biggest  problem  is  getting  them  to  act  on 
the  problem,”  continues  Rich.  According  to  Rich, 
many  people  are  reluctant  to  seek  help  with  these 
sort  of  problems  due  to  the  misconceptions  about 
mental  health. 

After  they  decide  to  get  help,  a  member  of  E.S. 


suggests  alternatives  and  allows  the  person  to 
choose  what  course  of  action  is  best  and  feel  com¬ 
fortable  with. 

If  a  solution  to  the  problem  can’t  be  reached  over 
the  phone,  a  free  consultation  is  scheduled  at  the 
hospital  with  an  E.S.  staff  member.  This  consulta¬ 
tion  helps  determine  the  most  appropriate  means 
available  to  deal  with  the  person’s  situation. 

Emergency  Services  is  available  to  church  lead¬ 
ers  and  educators  who  don’t  have  a  professional 
mental  health  background,  but  are  often  con¬ 
fronted  with  people  who  have  psychological  prob¬ 
lems. 

All  information  shared  with  an  E.S.  member  is 
confidential.  The  crisis  line  and  information 
line, consultations  and  referral  services  are  free. 

People  calling  Emergency  Services  don't  have  to 
use  the  hospital.  In  fact,  over  85%  ofthe  people  that 
call  are  referred  elsewhere  says  Rich.  “We’re  not 
here  to  compete  with  the  community  services, 
we’re  here  to  supplement  them.”

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U.S.  economic  growth  sluggish 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  U.S.  economy 
p-ew  last  pring  at  the  slowest  pace  since  the  end  of 
he  last  recession,  the  government  said  Tuesday. 

The  announcement  was  made  in  a  report  that 
:ast  doubt  on  administration  predictions  that  a  sub¬ 
stantial  pickup  is  just  ahead. 

The  Commerce  Department  said  the  gross 
national  product,  the  broadest  measure  of  economic 
health,  expanded  at  an  annual  rate  of  1.1  percent 
From  April  through  June,  less  than  one-third  the 
3.8  percent  growth  rate  turned  in  during  the  first 
three  months  of  the  year. 

Temporary  adjustments 
The  president’s  chief  economist  said  the  weak¬ 
ness  in  the  second  quarter  reflected  temporary 
adjustments  rather  than  a  signal  that  the  44-month 
old  recovery  is  about  to  end. 

However,  private  economists  were  not  as  confi¬ 
dent,  expressing  concern  that  near-recession  con¬ 
ditions  in  manufacturing,  oil  drilling  and  farming 
could  spread  to  the  rest  of  the  economy. 


“We  believe  that  the  trouble  spots  in  the  eco¬ 
nomy  are  contaminating  the  strong  spots,”  said 
Donald  Staszheim,  chief  economist  at  the  New 
York  investment  firm  of  Merrill  Lynch. 

He  said  Merrill  Lynch  is  now  forecasting  1  per¬ 
cent  growth  in  the  current  July-September  quarter 
and  an  actual  decline  in  the  GNP  of  1  percent  from 
October  through  December. 

Prediction  of  4  percent  growth 
The  Reagan  administration  had  been  predicting 
the  economy  would  expand  at  a  robust  4  percent 
annual  rate  this  year,  and  administration  forecas¬ 
ters  said  they  were  still  looking  for  a  substantial 
rebound  in  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

Beryl  Sprinkel,  the  president’s  chief  economist, 
said  the  weakness  in  the  April-June  quarter  came 
from  sharp  cutbacks  in  oil  and  gas  production  be¬ 
cause  of  falling  energy  prices  and  a  big  jump  in  the 
trade  deficit  caused  by  importers  rushing  to  take 
advantage  of  lower  worldwide  oil  prices. 

He  called  both  factors  “temporary  adjustments” 


and  said  growth  would  be  substantially  higher  in 
the  final  six  months  ofthe  year.  The  administration 
will  release  its  revised  growth  estimate  for  the  year 
next  month. 

Budget  Director  James  C.  Miller  III  called  the 
second-quarter  GNP  figure  “bad  news"  for  the  eco¬ 
nomy,  although  he  said  this  was  partially  offset  by 
upward  revisions  of  growth  for  1985. 

‘Need  to  be  concerned’ 

Senate  Majority  Leader  Bob  Dole.  R-Kan.,  said 
the  weak  GNP  figure  showed  a  “need  to  be  con¬ 
cerned”  and  called  on  the  Federal  Reserve  Board, 
which  cut  its  bank  loan  rate  from  6.5  percent  to  6 
percent  earlier  this  month,  to  approve  another  one- 
half  percentage  point  reduction  to  spur  the  eco¬ 
nomy. 

The  Commerce  Department  said  the  1.1  percent 
growth  rate  in  the  April-June  quarter  was  the 
slowest  since  a  0.6  percent  GNP  advance  in  the  final 
three  months  of  1982,  when  the  1981-82  recession 
was  coming  to  an  end.

House  immpeches  imprisoned  judge 


WASHINGTON  (AP) — The  House,  taking  its  first  impeachment  vote  in  50 
years,  unanimously  recommended  on  Tuesday  the  ouster  of  a  federal  judge 
who  refuses  to  resign  and  is  still  drawing;  his  salary  while  serving  prison  time 
for  tax  evasion. 

The  14th  impeachment  vote  in  House  history  sent  the  case  of  Harry  E. 
Claiborne  to  the  Senate  for  trial.  Conviction  there  would  remove  Claiborne 
from  his  lifetime  appointment  as  chief  U.S.  district  judge  in  Nevada  and 
possibly  bar  him  from  any  further  federal  employment. 

Even  in  advance  of  the  406-0  vote  in  the  House,  the  Senate  put  itself  a 
timetable  that  could  lead  to  Claiborne  being  stripped  of  his  position  by  fall. 

In  the  closing  minutes  of  a  “debate”  in  which  no  member  rose  to  the  judge’s 
defense,  Rep.  George  Gekas,  R-Pa.,  said  Claiborne  “mocks  us”  and  is 
“laughing  at  us.” 

Rep.  Romano  L.  Mazzoli,  D-Ky.  said  Claiborne’s  refusal  to  resign  is  “misbe¬ 
havior  in  the  grossest  sense,  a  public  scandal.”

High  pressure  blamed  for  heat  wave 


ATLANTA  (AP)  —  A  large  high  pressure  area  that  is  anchored  i 
Southeast,  blocking  moist  air  from  the  Atlantic  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  is  to 
blame  for  the  region’s  life-threatening  heat  wave  that  is  worsening  a  drought. 

Those  two  bodies  of  water  provide  most  of  the  rainfall  for  the  Southeast, 
said  John  Laing,  deputy  meteorologist  in  charge  of  the  National  Weather 
Service’s  Atlanta  office. 

Normally,  moisture  rising  from  the  Gulf  and  the  Atlantic  falls  as  rain  over 
the  land  when  high  afternoon  temperatures  trigger  thundershowers,  he  said. 

High  pressure  systems  in  the  region  usually  disipate  within  two  weeks.  But 
Laing  said  weather  experts  cannot  explain  why  this  one  has  stayed  since  June. 

“It’s  very  uncharacteristic,”  he  said.  “It  changes  a  little  bit  day  to  day,  but  it 
doesn’t  show  signs  of  weakening.”

The  Domino  Theory  : 
You  get  what  you  pay  for 
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Provo  council  sets  up  fee  for  sewer  cleanup

A  new  pretreatment  law  goes  into  effect  as  the 
Provo  City  Council  passes  an  amendment  to  the 
surcharges  for  sewer  services. 

The  amendment  passed  Tuesday  by  the  council 
will  bring  the  sewer  system  up  to  standards  set  by 
the  federal  government  in  the  Clean  Water  Act, 
according  to  Mayor  Joe  Jenkins. 

Now  services  will  not  only  be  charged  by  volume 
but  also  by  the  amount  of  contaminants  in  the 


wastewater.  Tests  on  the  water  will  be  done  once 
every  90  days. 

Fees  will  be  charged  for  contaminants  found  in 
the  water  exceeding  the  set  allowance  level.  This 
will  effect  mostly  businesses  and  industrial  users. 

“The  goal  behind  the  amendment  is  not  to  charge 
people  more  money,”  said  Councilmember  Ron 
Last,  “But  to  get  them  to  take  the  responsibility  of 
removing  the  pollutants  from  the  system  before 
they  ever  get  into  it . 

Last  said  according. to  one  study  done  it  takes 
$1700  to  take  the  pollutants  out  of  the  water  from 


one  busy  cafe.  If  industrial  water  users  would  place 
grease  traps  it  would  dpuble  the  life  of  the  (Provo) 
sewer  plant  said  councilmember  Merrill  Martin. 

If  the  city  does  not  meet  the  requirements  set  by 
the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  it  could  be 
charged  up  to  $10,000  for  each  day  of  non-compli- 

Councilmember  Anagene  Cottrell  pointed  out 
that  the  city  will  work  with  each  businesses  and  it 
will  be  fall  before  checking  the  contaminant  levels 
and  charging  fees  for  them.

"The  Matter  of  Feeling" 

To  be  asked  "How  do  you 
feel?"  is  ordinary  enough,  but 
the  question  can  be  phrased  in 
a  deeper  sense  as  well — one 
that  invites  scientific  inquiry. 
Efforts  to  understand  the 
sources  and  significance  of 
feelings  or,  alternatively,  of 
emotions,  have  traditionally 
centered  in  psychology. 
Recently  the  diverse  analytic 
frameworks  that  psychology 
affords — developmental, 
motivational,  cognitive,  social, 
behavioral,  biological,  etc. — 
have  tended  to  convergence 
where  feelings  are  concerned.

For  the  next  year  and  a  half,  Lile 
researched  the  processes  and  the 
costs  of  making  a  video  and  discov¬ 
ered  that  it  would  cost  around  $50,000 
to  produce  something  that  would 
have  quality. 

Eventually  they  saw  an  article  in  a 
local  newspaper  about  a  new  televi¬ 
sion  station  nearby  that  was  offering 
the  community  public  access  air-time. 

“We  visited  the  station  and  found 
that  their  facilities  were  very  good,” 
said  Lile.  “We  talked  to  the  program 
director,  Charles  Shapler.  and  made  a 
proposal  to  make  the  music  video  and 
eventually  show  it  on  the  Arts  and 
Entertainment  channel  even  though 
we  hadn’t  even  talked  to  the  channel 
and  had  no  real  idea  whether  or  not 
we  could  get  it  on  the  air.” 

After  20  hours  in  production  and  50 
hours  in  post-production  they  finally 
had  a  finished  product. 

It  Cost  Nothing 

“It  cost  us  nothing,”  said  Lile. 
“That’s  a  good  price.  We  waited  till 
the  right  time  to  make  it.” 

It  has  been  an  uphill  struggle  for 
Bean  and  Lile  to  make  it  this  far,  said 
Lile.  “Part  of  our  reason  for  making 
the  music  video  was  our  hypothesis 
that  piano  competitions  are  not  good 
for  the  industry.” 

Lile  said  that  competitions  force  pi¬ 
anists  to  spend  all  their  time  prepar¬ 
ing  for  competitions  which  few  people 
win  and  in  which  winners’  careers 
only  last  a  few  years. 

“Instead  of  entering  competitions 
we  decided  instead  oh  focusing  our

energies  into  performances.” 

After  completing  graduate  work  at 
the  University  of  Texas  in  Austin,  the 
couple  moved  to  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  area. 

“When  we  left  school  the  primary 
objective  was  to  get  performances  as 
often  as  possible,”  said  Lile.  “In 
school  you  perform  only  twice  a  year. 
Most  of  the  time  is  spent  in  the  li¬ 
brary.  In  our  first  two  years  out  of 
school  Kendall  did  500  concerts  just  in 
the  bay  area.” 

Last  year  he  performed  in  front  of 
7,000  people  in  one  performance  and 
has  since  appeared  with  the  Oakland 
Symphony. 

Good  Reception 

After  the  video  was  completed, 
Lile  said  she  “took  the  last  $200  we 
had  in  the  bank  at  the  time  and  went 
to  New  York,  where  I’d  never  been 
before.  When  I  got  there  I  said,  OK, 
Lord,  where  do  I  go  next?” 

Because  their  plans  had  been  to 
submit  it  to  the  Arts  and  Entertain¬ 
ment  channel  even  before  it  was 
started,  she  went  to  their  offices  and 
saw  their  program  director,  Robin 
Hambly,  who  was  very  excited  about 
the  video  and  wanted  to  know  what 
the  couple  was  going  to  do  next. 

“If  I  had  known  how  difficult  it  was 
to  get  something  on  the  air,”  said 
Lile,  referring  to  the  large  number  of 
videos  that  Hambly  already  had  for 
consideration  stacked  around  his  of¬ 
fice,  “then  I  would  not  have  been  so 
carefree  about  it.  I  really  credit  help 
from  above  for  getting  the  video 


shown,” 

Part  of  their  purpose  for  making 
the  video  was  to  stimulate  young  peo¬ 
ple  to  take  up  the  piano.  “We  wanted 
to  make  a  statement  and  create  a  way 
for  other  people  to  do  more  original 
videos.” 

Lile  said  even  though  it  was  made 
for  non-profit  purposes  and  they 
haven’t  received  any  money  from  it,  it 
has  really  helped  open  some  doors  and 
aided  Bean’s  career  tremendously. 
They  are  considering  doing  more. 

Generated  Good  Publicity 

“It  has  generated  so  much  more 
publicity  from  across  the  United 
States  than  I  could  ever  have  hoped; 
for,”  she  said. 

Bean  and  Lile  have  two  children, 
ages  two  and  five.  Apart  from  the 
performing  and  composing  they  also 
own  a  piano  brokerage  that  offers  ad¬ 
vice  and  finds  rare  and  expensive  pi¬ 
anos  for  buyers  across  the  United 
States. 

“Our  pianos  cost  anywhere  from 
$1,000  to  $80,000,”  said  Lile.  “We  of¬ 
fer  all  sorts  of  advice  and  handle  all 
types  of  calls.  People  call  and  ask 
what’s  the  difference  between  an 
electronic  keyboard  and  a  piano.  Or 
they  call  and  ask  us  to  purchase  a 
piano  that  we  would  buy  for  ourselves 
and  they’ll  give  $25,000  for  it.” 

Lile  also  said  they  were  practicing 
members  of  the  LDS  Church.  This, 
she  said  was  extraordinary  because 
“it  didn’t  used  to  be  considered  possi¬ 
ble  to  be  a  successful  Latter-day  Saint 
and  a  professional  musician.”

Howser's  tumor  malignant 


KANSAS  CITY,  Mo.  (AP)  —  Dick  Howser,  manager  of 
the  world  champion  Kansas  City  Royals,  underwent 
surgery  Tuesday  in  which  a  malignant  tumor  in  the  left 
frontal  lobe  of  his  brain  was  partially  removed,  doctors 
id. 

Dr.  Paul  Meyer,  team  physician  for  the  Royals,  said  a 
few  minutes  after  a  statement  by  Dr.  Charles  Clough,  the 
neurosurgeon  who  performed  the  operation,  that  the 
tumor  is  malignant.  Meyer  said  it  was  only  partially  re¬ 
moved  for  fear  of  damaging  the  brain. 

Meyer  said  doctors  did  not  know  what  form  treatment 
will  take,  but  that  radiation  therapy  is  possible. 

Clough,  who  declined  to  answer  any  questions,  said  in  a 
statement  read  at  a  news  conference  that  Howser’s  wife, 
Nancy,  was  with  him  in  the  recovery  room  and  he  de¬ 
scribed  the  50-year-old  manager  as  awake  and  alert. 

He  said  Howser  was  able  to  speak  and  move  all  four 
extremities. 

Meyer  said  it  will  be  two  or  three  days  before  doctors 
know  the  nature  of  the  treatment  they  will  follow. 

Dean  Vogelaar,  a  spokesman  for  the  Royals,  said  How¬ 


ser’s  condition  was  serious  but  stable. 

“He’s  been  awake  and  talking  to  the  doctors,”  Vogelaar 
said.  He  said  the  Royals  manager’s  wife  “gave  him  a  big- 
hug.” 

“He  was  very  alert  and  he  knew  Nancy,”  said  Joe 
Burke,  president  of  the  American  League  club. 

The  operation  started  at  11:30  a.m.  Dave  Witty,  a 
Royals  spokesman,  said  Howser  was  out  of  surgery  four 
hours  later. 

Howser,  50,  who  guided  the  Royals  to  victory  over  the 
St.  Louis  Cardinals  in  the  1985  World  Series,  was  admit¬ 
ted  to  St.  Luke’s  Thursday  night.  Just  48  hours  earlier  he 
had  managed  the  American  League  to  a  3-2  victory  in  the 
All-Star  Game  in  Houston. 

He  had  complained  for  two  weeks  of  a  stiff,  sore  neck 
and  associates  said  he  had  begun  showing  signs  of  mental 
confusion.  During  the  All-Star  game  itself,  said  Mike  Fer¬ 
raro,  one  of  his  coaches,  Howser  “was  totally  out  of  it .  .  . 
not  .  .  .  with  it  at  all.” 

1  The  tumor  was  discovered  by  a  CAT  scan  on  Friday 
morning. 


Navratilova  welcome  in  homeland 


PRAGUE,  Czechoslovakia  (AP)  — 
Martina  Navratilova  blew  away 
China’s  Xinyi  Li,  then  blew  kisses  to 
the  crowd  as  she  ended  an  11-year- 
long  chapter  in  her  life  Tuesday  at  the 
Federation  Cup. 

Navratilova’s  6-1,  6-0  victory  over 
China’s  top-  women’s  player  was  her 
first  match  in  Czechoslovakia  since 
she  defected  to  the  United  States  in 
1975. 

This  trip  is  her  first  time  back  to 
her  native  country  since  then,  and  the 
crowd  that  overflowed  the  No.  1  court 
at  Stvanice  Tennis  Stadium  cheered 
her  every  shot. 

The  victory  and  the  welcome  en¬ 
abled  Navratilova  to  end  an  unsettled 


era  in  her  life. 

“It  was  emotional,  but  it  was  happy 
emotion,”  she  said. 

“It  was  like  a  chapter  in  my  life  that 
I  am  finally  able  to  finish.  It’s  been 
open  for  a  long  time.” 

The  victories  by  Navratilova  over 
Xinyi  and  Zina  Garrison,  6-3,  6-2  over 
Ni  Zhong,  enabled  the  United  States 
to  advance  to  the  second  round  of  the 
national-team,  .  single-elimination 
tournament  that  is  the  women’s  ten¬ 
nis  equivalent  of  the  Davis  Cup. 

Navratilova  and  Pam  Shriver  then 
completed  the  three-match  sweep 
with  a  6-2,  6-0  victory  in  doubles  over 
Lilan  Duan  and  Xiufen  Pu. 

“This  is  a  team  sport,  and  I’m  on  the 


American  team,”  said  Navratilova, 
who  received  her  citizenship  in  1981. 
“I’m  an  American  and  I  won  for 
America.” 

The  United  States,  the  top  seed, 
will  face  Spain  in  the  second  round 
Wednesday. 

The  Spaniards  eliminated  Indone¬ 
sia  on  Tuesday. 

China  had  made  the  main  draw 
through  qualifying  tournaments  and, 
while  Xinyi  and  Ni  showed  good 
speed  and  strength,  they  were  no 
match  for  Garrison  and  Navratilova. 

It  took  just  40  minutes  for  the 
world’s  top-ranked  player  to  defeat 
Xinyi,  who  won  a  total  of  18  points, 
nine  in  each  set.

That  was  all  Ford  needed  to  run  football’s  widely-ac¬ 
cepted  test  of  speed,  the  40-yard  dash,  in  the  Bills  spring 
mini-camp.  It  was  the  fastest  time  of  any  player  in  the 
camp. 

The  25-year-old  Ford  is  hoping  that  exceptional  speed 
will  make  him  one  of  the  few  players  to  win  a  spot  in  the 
league  without  a  background  in  collegiate  football. 

“Exceptional  speed  and  quickness,”  assessed  Coach 
Hank  Bullough.  “Plus,  he’s  a  helluva  kid.  Intelligent.  No 
problems.” 

That  wasn’t  always  the  case  for  F ord.  He  said  his  rebel¬ 


lious  ways  probably  kept  him  from  going  to  college. 

The  5-8,  170-pound  Ford  grew  up  in  the  Diggs  Park 
neighborhood  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  an  area  where  there  were 
“a  lot  of  young  guys  that  went  for  bad .  ” 

Ford  played  running  back  and  ran  track  at  Lake  Taylor 
High  School,  but  he  said  he  was  a  troublemaker  in  school. 

When  he  played  junior  varsity  football,  he  said,  he 
averaged  200  yards  a  game  “but  I  missed  two  games 
because  of  my  language.” 

He  said  representatives  of  three  colleges  were  set  to 
offer  scholarships  to  him  before  they  spoke  to  his  coach. 

“He  knew  that  I  could  play,”  said  Ford,  who  added  the 
coach,  because  of  Ford’s  reputation,  wouldn’t  vouch  for 
him.  “I  don’t  hold  it  against  my  coach  because  I  see  now 
that  I  was  bad.” 


Female  player  feels  like  sideshow 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Nancy 
Lieberman  sometimes  feels  more  like 
the  star  of  a  carnival  sideshow  than  a 
basketball  player. 

“She  walks,  she  talks,  she  crawls  on 
her  back,”  Lieberman  joked  after  a 
recent  game. 

“She  was  brought  in  for  publicity,” 
admitted  Harry  Gilligan,  president 
and  general  manager  of  Lieberman’s 
team,  the  Springfield  Fame  of  the 
United  States  Basketball  League. 
“But  she  can  do  certain  things.” 

“She  can  shoot  ...  as  well  as  any¬ 
body  on  the  team,”  Springfield  Coach 
Henry  Bibby  said.  “She  can  be  a 
leader.  When  she’s  on  the  bench, 
she’s  always  pulling  for  her  team¬ 
mates,  shouting  instructions.” 

Lieberman,  once  a  dominant  player 
in  the  women’s  collegiate  ranks  at  Old 
Dominion,  is  midway  through  her 
first  USBL  season.  Even  with  her 
publicity  value,  she  receives  no  spe¬ 
cial  treatment  from  teammates  or  op¬ 
ponents. 

“I  use  her  as  I  see  fit,”  Bibby  said. 
“I  don’t  have  any  pressure  to  put  her 
in  or  take  her  out.  She’s  like  anybody 
else.  If  she’s  playing  well,  I  keep  her 
in.  If  she’s  not,  she  sits.”

Much  of  the  time,  she  sits.  She  av¬ 
erages  15-18  minutes  playing  time 
and  three  points  a  game. 

“They  beat  the  hen  out  of  her,”

It  may  be  fun,  but  it  is  tough  on  the 
ego  going  against  accomplished  male 
players  night  after  night. 

“It’s  called  humbled,”  Lieberman 
said.  “I  recently  went  out  to  a  basket¬ 
ball  camp  in  Montana  and  I  played 
against  some  guys  out  there  where  I 
totally  dominated  for  40  minutes.  Af¬ 
ter  the  game  I  said,  ‘I  want  to  thank 
you  guys.  I  needed  this  for  my  ego.’  ” 

Lieberman  is  not  the  first  woman  to 
play  pro  basketball.  Penny  Ann  Early 
broke  that  barrier  in  1968,  playing 
one  second  for  the  Kentucky  Colonels 
of  the  old  American  Basketball  Asso¬ 
ciation.  Early’s  appearance  was 
strictly  for  publicity.  She  was  a 
jockey  trying  to  get  riding  assign¬ 
ments  at  Churchill  Downs.

Fry  thinks  we  should  push  for 
Canadian  investors  too.  “We  take  our 
relationship  with  Canada  for  granted, 
and  we  can’t  afford  to  do  that,”  he 
said.

CHEYENNE,  Wyo.  (AP)  —  Two  Park  City,  Utah, 
men  arrested  in  a  Wyoming  undercover  drug  investiga¬ 
tion  have  been  sentenced  to  prison  terms  in  connection 
with  their  convictions  on  charges  they  sold  cocaine. 

Mark  Stemler,  29,  and  Fred  Call,  42,  were  sentenced 
Monday  to  serve  10  years  and  four  years,,  respectively,  in 
the  Wyoming  State  Penitentiary  by  U.S.  District  Court 
Judge  Alan  Johnson,  who  commented  during  the  sentenc¬ 
ing  on  federal  efforts  to  stop  the  sale  of  illegal  drugs, 
especially  cocaine. 

Stemler  and  Call  were  arrested  in  March  in  Evanston 
after  Stemler  sold  2.2  pounds  of  cocaine  to  an  undercover 
law  enforcement  officer. 

Prosecutors  have  charged  that  Stemler,  a  prominent 
Park  City  businessman,  was  the  leader  of  a  cocaine  ring 
■  that  sold  more  than  $500,000  worth  of  cocaine  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region  within  nine  months. 

Johnson,  before  handing  down  the  sentences,  said  the 
nation’s  courts  are  “bursting  at  the  seams”  because  of 


efforts  to  punish  drug  dealers.  But  he  added  because  of  the 
'  profits  to  be  made  selling  drugs,  deterrents  such  as  prison 
terms  do  not  seem  to  be  effective. 

“But  the  law  is  marching  down  the  (jail  term)  path  with 
great  haste  and  deliberation,”  Johnson  said. 

Prosecutor  Lee  Pescoe,  arguing  for  a  harsh  sentence  for 
Stemler,  said  drug  dealers  such  as  the  Utah  businessman 
are  responsible  for  the  deaths  of  people  such  as  Len  Bias. 

But  Ron  Yengich,  a  Salt  Lake  City  attorney  represent¬ 
ing  Stemler,  said  such  a  comparison  was  unfair. 

“You  are  not  sentencing  the  person  who  gave  Lenny 
Bias  cocaine,”  Yengich  said. 

Yengich  admitted  the  death  of  Bias,  a  basketball  star, 
and  other  sports  figures  has  made  his  job  as  a  defense 
attorney  more  difficult. 

Stemler,  who  owns  three  bars  in  Park  City,  made  a 
“cold  business  decision”  to  sell  drugs  so  he  could  pay  off 
debts  created  by  renovation  projects  at  the  bars,  Johnson 
said.

We  all  face  challenges  in  our  lives. 

Whether  it  be  getting  through  school  with  a  degree  earned  and 
sanity  intact,  supporting  a  family,  finding  a  good  job,  or  a  combination 
of  these  and  other  factors,  everyone  has  tasks  to  perform. 

Thursday  marks  a  celebra¬ 
tion  of  challenges  met.  On  Pi¬ 
oneer  Day,  Utahns  pause  to 
honor  the  valiant  men  and 
women  who,  in  search  of  reli¬ 
gious  freedom,  uprooted  their 
families,  left  their  homes  and 
braved  the  danger,  hardship 
and  insecurity  of  the  frontier. 
Many  died.  Others  were  forced  to  watch  loved  ones  fall  victim  to 
hunger  and  disease.  They  paid  a  heavy  price  to  found  our  communities 
and  we  owe  them  much  —  much  more  than  just  a  parade  and  a  party. 

Few  of  us  will  ever  be  asked  to  give  like  the  Mormon  pioneers  did. 
While  life  is  more  complicated  and  in  some  ways  more  stressful  now 
than  it  was  then,  it  is  also  far  less  exacting  in  what  it  extracts  from 
people.  Perhaps  the  best  tribute  we  can  pay  our  ancestors  lies  in 
emulating  their  faith,  dedication  and  courage  as  we  go  about  our  daily 
lives.  And  in  doing  so  we  will  set  a  high  standard  for  those  who  will  be 
looking  back  at  us  150  years  from  now. 


Past  doesn't  justify  pornography 


Past  history  does  not  justify  a  crime. 

But  that  seems  to  be  what  one  professor  is  suggesting  in  his  evalua¬ 
tion  of  the  effects  of  pornography. 

“Even  hard-core  pornography  does  not  breed  sexual  deviants,  said 
Weber  State  College  instructor  Joseph  Horvat,  who  teaches  classes 
on  the  psychology  of  sex.  “We’ve  had  rapists  from  day  one.  There  were

no  pornographic  magazines  and  movies  back  then,  but  still  those 
behaviors  were  prevalent.”  There  are  several  problems  with  such  a 
view. 

First,  we  just  don’t  know  whether  porn  enhances  deviant  behavior. 
Horvat  himself  pointed  out  that  psychology  is  a  young  science,  only 
100  years  old,  and  doesn’t  have  all  the  answers. 

Second,  the  existence  of  sex  crimes  before  porn  does  not  prove  porn 
is  harmless.  That’s  like  saying  nuclears  weapons  shouldn’t  cause 
vorry  because  wars  killed  people  before  the  secrets  of  the  atom  were 
mlocked.  . 

Third,  the  WSC  educator  said  exposure  to  depictions  of  degrading 
acts  causes  real  insensitivity. 

Pornography,  at  least  in  its  vilhst  forms,  is  repugnant  to  most 
Americans.  This  alone  should  justify  the  fight  against  it. 
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Lawsuit  O.K.

U.S.  must  make  effort 
to  stop  cocaine  traffic 


President  Ronald  Reagan  is  mak¬ 
ing  the  most  productive  use  of  the 
military— and  the  defense  department 
isn’t  even  fighting  a  government.  It  is 
fighting  a  problem  that  affects  every¬ 
body  in  the  world  —  drugs. 

Several  Black  Hawk  army  heli¬ 
copters  with  American  pilots  are 
working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Leopards,  a  Bolivian  anti-narcotics 
force.  They  want  to  squelch  the  co¬ 
caine  industry  in  the  Bolivian  moun¬ 
tains  that  is  responsible  for  the  major¬ 
ity  of  the  cocaine  imported  to  the 
United  States. 

The  war  against  drugs  is  more 
threatening  to  the  American-way  of 
life  than  Adolph  Hitler  and  Ghaddafi 
combined.  Drugs  threaten  our  inde¬ 
pendence.  How  can  people  feel  really 
free  when  they  are  addicted  to  a  sub¬ 
stance? 

In  the  past  few  years  drug  testing 
is  becoming  more  common  place  in 
America.  The  NCAA  tests  athletes 
on  a  annual  basis.  The  NFL  wants  to 
test  its  players.  Major  League  base¬ 
ball  is  making  strides  after  its  image¬ 
blowing  cocaine  trial  in  Pittsburgh. 
Peter  Ueberroth,  the  commissioner 


of  baseball,  continued  his  drug  fight 
successfully  as  he  forced  the  players 
involved  with  cocaine  to  contribute 
part  of  their  salary  and  time  to  drug 
rehabilitation  programs  or  not  play 
baseball.  Other  industries,  including 
the  military,  are  also  trying  to  rid 
drugs  from  the  work  place. 

When  an  athlete  dies  of  a  drug 
overdose,  he  makes  the  headlines. 
This  has  helped  to  bring  drugs  into 
the  open,  but  the  fact  remains  that 
many  others  have  also  died  because  of 
drugs. 

Not  everyone  who  take  drugs  dies. 
But  many  other  problems  come  from 
drugs.  The  pusher  wants  to  be  paid, 
which  can  dissolve  financial  stability. 
Substance  dependence  also  creates 
psychological  problems,  which  hurt 
relations  with  family  and  friends.  And 
how  can  you  perform  a  productive 
role  in  society  when  you  can’t  even 
control  yourself? 

We  shouldn’t  forget  Len  Bias  or 
Donny  Rogers.  But  even  though  they 
died  in  dishonor,  we  need  to  join  our 
armed  forces  and  rid  ourselves  of  this 
threat  to  national  and  world  security.
